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OUR BIGGEST PROBLEM 

During recent years Canada has been 
selling wheat in no less than thirty-seven 
countries; including Great Britain, Bel- 
gium, China, Denmark, France, Germany, 
Greece, Italy, Japan, Holland, Portugal 
and Spain, Of these countries, Great Bri- 
tain of course takes first place as a buy- 
er, seventy per cent, it is said, of Britain's 
wheat imports being drawn from Canada 
during the last seventeen years 

Canada became an important competi- 
tor among the wheat exporting countries 
twenty years ago. Since that time we 
have doubled our wheat acreage and have 
produced an average of 297,000,000 
bushels per year, at an average July price 
of $1.51. 

Taking the average price as a 
for calculation, Canada’s fields have pro- 
duced in these two decades $9,500,000,000 
worth of wheat, and we have sold abroad 
wheat worth $6,000,000,000. No other 
Canadian industry compares with wheat- 
growing as a wealth-producer, and no 
other commodity has brought uny com- 
parable amount of foreign money into the 
Dominion, 

These figures show plainly enough 
what is the really big industry of Canada, 
and what commodity is the major factor 
in our trade abroad. And just because 
wheat-growing is our biggest industry and 
wheat our biggest item in the list of ex- 
ports, the slump in world prices and the 
slackening of world demand for wheat has 
hit Canada harder than a corresponding 
fall in price and a corresponding subsi- 
dence in demand for any other commodity 
could have done. 

The most important problem that 
confronts Canada today, as it was a year 
ago, is how to dispose of wheat at a price 
that will leave a net profit to the grower. 
Cheapgning of production will do some- 
thing to establish that relation between 
outgo and income. But no possible reduc- 
tion in producing cost will or can of itself 
solve that problem. If we cannot retain 
our present markets, extend them, and 
find new ones, this great wealth-produc- 
ing industry must languish, and the coun- 
try suffer with it.

Premier Bennett may, as is claimed, 
have over-estimated the extent to which 
western farmers have in recent years been 
indulging in the popular pastime of specu- 
lating in the wheat market. 

3ut taking his reference in the broader 
sense in which it was evidently intended 
to apply, there surely is not much room to 
doubt that some of the present economic 
complications have come about as the re- 
sult of an over-indulgence in speculation. 
If the farmer has speculated he has done 
nothing more than others have done. If 
he staked his fortunes on wheat, others 
have done the same, on a thousand differ- 
ent commodities—stocks, 

Speculation inevitably develops from a 
condition of prosperity, always has and 
probably always will. Law cannot prevent 
that, and there is a limit beyond which it 
is neither right nor useful that the law 
should attempt to do so, While people have 
an impulse to better their material condi- 
tions they will try to do this by buying 
something in hope of selling it at a higher 
price, 

The remarkable period of prosperity 
that came to a close something over a year 
ago was quite naturally marked by a cor- 
responding volume of speculation, in 
which category has to be included the re- 
markable “wave” of instalment buying 
All the way from wheat to motor cars, 
people bought what they did not need, and 
sometimes didn't want, with money they 
didn’t have. When the credit ran out the 
buying had to slow down, production was 
contracted, and employment grew scarce 

There is at least no harm in recogniz 
ing the fact that people in the mass thus 
ielped to bring upon themselves the trou- 
bles that are now afflicting them. If that 
were more clearly recognized there would 
be complaining, less wild railing 
against Providence, governments and capi- 


less 


talists; and perhaps a less ill-considered 
response when prosperity again beckons 
to speculative ventures and invites again 


to luxury-buying on time

The report which chronicles this out 
come of the year’s operations is said to be 
notably lacking in the gleeful satisfaction 
with which Moscow used to hail the world 
depression as a sign of a break-down of 
what it calls the capitalist system. 

Which is another way of saying that 
the Soviet has emerged from its isolation 
and is now engaged in world trade. It is 
no longer able to view the wicked capital- 
ist countries from the detached viewpoint 
of disinterested theory. It needs machin- 
ery and supplies which only the benighted 
gentiles can supply, and which they will 
only supply in return for Russion exports, 

As the Soviet has to get the machin- 
ery or face the collapse of the five year 
plan and the imminent possibility of civil 
war, it cannot haggle about the prices the 
wicked foreigners allow for its products, 
but must take what they will give, and 
under-cut the market in order to sell. 
While its dumping policy was spreading 
misery ,among the wheat-producers of 
Canada and generally helping to dislocate 
the economics of the bourgeoise states, 
Moscow could afford t« laugh. 

But the scheme na‘ urally does not look 
nearly so brilliant now that the inevitable 
reaction upon Russian imports is making 
itself apparent. What will the Russian 
serf on the collectivist farm think—and do 

when he finds that he must produce two 
bushels of wheat to pay for as much for- 
eign goods as he used to pay for with one 
bushel? That is one reflection that helps 
to explain the absence of glee in the latest 
Soviet trade return.

If you have a big fire rake some of the 
coals over to one side for the actual cooking operations 
This is an especially good practice when making flap- 
jacks; have a falr-sized fire from which coals are 
as needed to heat the flapjack pan, For most purposes, 
however it is much better to have a small fire built
